GREAT BRITAIN'S 
GOLD STANDARD 


Great Britain has abandoned its 
gold money standard, for the next six 
months. The announcement sent a 
thrill of consternation throughout ev- 
ery one of the world’s financial sys- 
ieee 

Once jagain it has been proved, that 
= affects London's finances, 


tained the standard value of gold, it 
paid to accumulate it, if only for 
trading purposes and to feel pride in 
the power to claim to be the richest 
of nations. 

So that London was faced with dif- 
ficulties on both sides. If she obtain- 
ed the ability to raise the price of 
gold, she thereby added to the value 
of her competitor’s gold and increas- 
ed their competitive powers to the 
disadvantage of her own farmers, 
mianufacturers and workpeorle. 

If she were able fo lower gold pric. 
es she only made it more easy for 
others to strip her of all her gold 
supplies. 

As a matter of fact, as after events 
proved ,it was only the sustaining of 
the British standard which kept the 
value of gold where it was. , 

The withdr&wal of the minimum 
clause in the gold law, which left the 
Bank of England free to allow the 
price of gold to take such a course aS 
natural trade provided, without any 
support from British financial ability, 
was the only wisé“dolrse left to Great 
Britain. ; 

The Government, therefore, obtain- 
ed from Parliament the power to 
abandon the gold standard, as she did 
during the Great War, at present for 
six months only. 

At once the exchanges in the chief 
cities of all the nations felt the 
strain of dealing with a currency sud- 
denly without a -stabilizing central 
point. ; 

Gold values fell tremendously: at 
once: To javoid-. panics, Stock *Bx- 
changes” everywh ither declined 
to open .their doorg@at ‘all, or set a 
minimum limit, below,which no trad- 
ing might fall. 

Canadian people! generally kept 
their heads cool and there was no un- 
seemly rush to sell securities and 
hoard money from fear of some unto- 
ward happening in the near future, 
as in some countries. 

It is realized by our people that the 
British Government ‘was actually driv- 
en to it bly the force of circumstances. 

The unemployment relief system 


touches the money nerve centre of 
the whole earth, that in fact the ac- 
tual central point of the finances of 
all nations, is that bit of London 
about Threadneedle, Throgmorton 
-and Lombard streets. 

According to the British laws stab- 
ilizing the monetary system of the 
country, the Treasury, represented in 
this respect by the Bank of England, 
which has an option on all new gold 
produced within the Empire, was com- 
pelled to sell gold on demand at a 
set price. 

The value of this stable practically 
unvarying price of the precious metal 
in fixing a definite standard for the 
monies of all nations, has been be- 
yond estimation, and may be consid- 
ered the jactual central core of all 
trade and commerce. 

But it was not by any means incap- 
able of becoming misleading, and ev- 
en’ abused by the movements of ex- 
change and other trading movements. 

Here, for instancey were France 
and the United States under protect- 
ive tariffs and British law which 
made compulsory the selling of gold 
bars at ja set price, taking advantage 
of the war's results and gaining pos- 
session of London’s reserves to their 
own advantage. 
| London meanwhile was helpless un- 
der its gold stadard to. advance 
prices and stop the outflow.

CANADA AND THE 
GOLD STANDARD 


Canada is still technically on the 
gold standard, or at least it is as 
this is written. The obvious’ im- 
possibility of maintaining this  po- 
lite fiction in the face of hard facts 
is beginning to penetnate even into 
the inner circles at Ottawe and it is 
not impossible that before this issue 
of The Financial Post has been dis- 
tributed to all of its readers, Canada 
will have suspended gold payments 
and prohibited the export of gold ex- 
cept under government licenses to be 
very sparingly granted. No country’s 
currency depreciates by twelve per 
cent in another market so long as it 
has ample gold to meet all of its ob: 
ligations. And it has not ample gold 
to meet all its obligations 
“rentleman’s agreement” puts a stop 
to the flow of gold. For Canada to 
be off the gold standard basis: and 
yet profess to be maintaining gold 
payments brings many anomolies in- 
to the situation besides having the 
discreditable feature of putting on the 
country a false front that fools no- 
body. Sharpshooters are able to 
gain small but significant advantages 
at the expense of less well-informed 
or perhaps more patriotic citizens. 

Wtih the prime minister’s  earn- 
est efforts to explore every pos- 
sible channel of escape from gold 
suspension there will be general 
sympathy. But the weight of bank- 
ing advice is against artificial meas- 
ures of support whiche wouid be cer-

The decline in the Canadian  dol- 
lar has far-reaching consequences. 
Its immediate effect on some of 
our industries — gold mining, pulp 
and paper production, etc. — is 
favorable for they market their 
goods either in the United States 
or in United States dollars. Other 
industries benefit through the higher 
protection afforded against jmports 
from the United States. Still other 
industries selling chiefly in Brita 
and on the continent find that the de- 
cline in our dollar offsets in large 
measure the disadvantage that the 
decline in British and European cur- 
rencies has created for them in for- 
eign markets. These effects are ob- 
vious and have been freely quoted. 

Alongside these favorable implip 
cations are serious difficulties. Our 
cities and provinces have early 
maturities in New York estimated 
at around $200,000,000 which must 
be met on the dot when they fall 
due and with New York funds. 
One of the _ Canadian provinces 
borrowed $20,000,000 in short term 
notes in New York just before the 
Canadian exchange dropped and 
its transiaction stands it a heavy 
loss already. It is the insistent and

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has uppermost in his mind in am 
cttempt to -stabilize our dollar, 
They will have to obtain extensions 
or new loans. Here is the rub. New’ 
York is not freely lending to Canad-- 
ian government ‘horrowers how.. 
Frankly speaking some .New York 
bankers at least are a little bit afraid 
of Canada now. As they survey the 
terrific potential burdens some of the 
provinces have assumed in connec- 
tion with social and political experi- 
ments such as public ownership, gov- 
ernment guaranteed wheat market- 
ing,.even unemployment relief, they 
question our ability to meet our ob- 
ligations. 

In short, every borrowing au- 
thority in Canada — Dominion, pro- 
vincial and municipal — must be 
prepared to pare its demands to 
the very bone and exercise every 
measure of economy in public ex- 
penditure and to live as closely as 
possible to the level of current in- 
come plus whatever investment funds 
are‘available within our own country 
for logning purposes. 

All this is very embarrassing 
just at the present moment but in 
the long run it may be a very 
good hing for Canada. It was es- 
sential that some acute development 
should bring our spending govern- 
ments to their senses and prevent 
them from loading the country with 
a. burden of debt that would clog the 
machinery of our national expansion 
in years to come. Being forced to 
admit that we could not maintain the 
gold standard, even with our gold. 
mines working night and day, may 
prove to be the necessary corrective, 
force.—Financial Post. ;

URGES QUITTING 
GOLD STANDARD 


Drumheller, Oct. 7.—A plea for 
Canada to abandon the gold stand- 
‘ard ot the ground that gold has 
ceased to be the standard for na- 
tional currency was voiced by RB. 
J. Garland, M.P., speaking under the 
auspices of the Y.P.S. of St. Mag. 
loire's Church. 

Three times, he recalled, Great 
Britain had gone off _the gold stgn- 
dard. in! the past 7 years, and 
prosperity had returned each time. 
Ever sin¢e the adoption of the gold 
standard; by the nations, he said, 
there had been increising periods 
of depression. As an instance, he 
quoted Canada’s entry into the 
Chinese ‘wheat market and the 
competition with Australia their 
underselling Canada with a depre- 
ciated medium of exchange. - 

He predicted that prosperity 
would follow Canada’s suspension 
of the gold standard while there 
was a supply of foods and. neces- 
saries vastly greater than the 
world's purchasing power.

Noblesville, Ind., Oct. 8.—It may 
not be long now before farmers 
throughout the country will be doing 
their ploughing by radio.

At the intersection of the St. Albert 
ttrail and 111 avenue Karlsson took im 
‘an extra jog not marked on the route, 
but he still held his lead in spite of 
this. 

Once on Jasper again, Karlsson 
picked up speed and, with police car 
sirens heralding fhis approach. he 
plunged through the narrow avenue 
opened by the police among the huge 
crowd which filled the streets for the 
last block of the marathon. 

The crowd roared itself hoarse in 
its anthem to the winning runner, 
who was hurriedly surrounded by a 
group of friends who bundled him up 
-and bore the victor away for a show- 
er and rub-down. 

Searcely known as arunner in these 
parts, Karlsson ran a beautiful race 
to dash home in front of the good 
field of distance stars that were en- 
tered.—Bulletin.

The writer started out with one 
exhibit which took five years to 
“mvaster, then three before he felt safe 
to launch out with more; and, in all 
frankness, he has never yet prepared 
‘a sample which could not be further 
improved. 

Over enthusiasm is a dangerous 
weapon if not wisely handled at this 
time; and how much more careful 
‘one must ‘be when under conditions of 
world competition.

What kind of seed is the most dif- 
ficult to prepare?

But. arranged in-order of: economic 
and commercial importance, the line 
up would look much different. Wheat 
easily tops the list with spring wheat 
as king;.and then the others would 
be arranged somewhat as follows:. 
Oats, corn, barley, rice, rfe, alfalfa, 
clover, grass seed, flax, beans, peas, 
sunflower, etc. , i 

Judging from the above graduated 
lists one may quite fairly conclude 
that the. kinds of seed which are giv: 
en the most spectacular recognition, 
at times, “are not by any means 
those which require the most energy 
and patience to prepare. 

Lucky is the World’s Show exhibit- 
or who combines color with purity 
and true type in a sample of strong: 
est vitality. 

Color is mostly a deciding factor in 
seed showmanship. There is, how- 
ever, a marked difference between a 
display of grain prepared to create 
a dazzling effect, and a sample of ap- 
prently the same kind of seed careful- 
ly developed and selected, etc., along 
the lines of high test purity, and the 
very strongest vitality to pass on to- 
ward the reproduction of its own 
kind. . 

Therefore, one need not be surpris- 
ed to find, when the awards are 
handed out at the World’s Grain 
Show, that color is given a secondary 
consideration under certain  condi- 
tions, in some classes. 

For example, a sample of wheat 
may be ever so large in size, uniform 
in shape, and ‘brilliant in lustre, but 
still may be coarse in texture, too 
high in moisture content, lacking in 
weight. per bushel, and very easily 
may be a mixture of varieties which 
cannot be easily singled out by the 
mere examination of the kernels 
alone, but may be brought to light 
plainly through the World’s Show 
growing test. 

Barley is widely used for many dif- 
ferent purposes, and of all the coarse 
grain varieties, has perhaps the most 
extensive range of shape, and size, 
and variation in color rivalling the 
rainbow. 

-Here a sample may appear ever so 
spectacular but prove to be a type 
which is of only secondary import- 
‘ance in economic adaption. 

For seed purposes, a malting bar- 


‘| ley for instance, need not necessarily 


appear starchy. 
‘The more vitrous and translucent 


barley kernels appear when light is 


arranged to pass through a thin lay- 
er, the thinner the hull, the truer the 
color, the heavier the weight per 
bushel, and greater are the possibil- 
ities of vigorous germination. 

A large, high colored oat may be 
lacking in agreeable proportion, or it 
may not possess that true’ shine 
which only goes with a thin skinned 
and well matured kernel, weighing 
high to the measured bushel. 

The mass color of a sample may 
appear most attractive from a_ dis- 
tance, but a close up examination of 
the individual kernels may show too 
great a variation, one to the other. 

It is the balancing up of the dis- 
tant anpearance along with that of 
the clcse up kernel symmetry, one 
to the other, which evolves a win- 
ning color. 

Can color be controlled without 
extensive hand picking Yes, in at 
least three important ways. First, by 
selection in the field at harvest 
time. For example, one may quite ac-

writer hesitated to suggest this col- 
or control observation in an earlier 
article, lest some may go astray, as it 
takes more than a year of practice 
to enable the prospective exhibitor to 
make a success of a method such as 
this which will require much experi- 
ence. 

Second, by the control of fitting 
sizes in screens. After careful observ- 
ation of any sample of seed, one may 
usually figure out some exact size of 
screening that will control an agree- 
able shade in color, or that will elim- 
inate some off color due to blight, or 
disease, or other damage variations. 

It is almost axiomatic to find these 
variations in the thin kernels, or in 
the two extremes—the oversize or 
the undersize shapes and sizes. 

In coarse grains there is a very de- 
finite relation among plumpness, size, 
maturity and color. For example, 
when pie ball, or excessive starch js 
found in wheat, one may be assured 
that three-quarters of it is in the 
kernels below the average size. 

Then again most coarse grains 
(oats for example) ripen from the top 
of the head down. The color changes 
with the maturity, and the kernels 
are also graduated in size from the 
smallest on the top to the largest at 
the bottom. 

So that if one cuts oats when the 
color is just right at the bottom, the 
smaller, off-colored kernels at the top 
may be sieved out. 

Third, by controlled air velocity. In 
any case where there is an extreme 
variation in density due to under ma- 
turity, sterility, insect damage, blight, 
or other accidental abnormalties in 
nature, there is likewise a corres- 
ponding, objectionable variation in 
color, it : 

A controlled air blast will get rid 
of most of these, and the result is 
more uniformity of color, and a sur- 
prising increase in weight per bush- 
el, .This applies to almost all seeds 
which retain their hulls. 

The true and best color of any 
sample of seed is always found in the 
‘happy medium” size,

TRICKS OF DIAMOND 
SMUGGLERS 


Down the gangplank of a_ trans- 
atlantic liner shuffles a sailor with 
apparently no encumbrances but 
his clothes. A bulge in his sock 


above the ankle catches the eye of 
a watchful secret-service man who 


takes the sailor into custody. A 
search reveals diamonds in each 
sock. Six packets of the precious 


stones are wrapped around one leg, 
and twenty-five round the other. 
When the seized gems are sold at 
auction the government realizes 
$90,000. 

Such incidents are not uncom- 
mon on the New York waterfront, 


where secret-service agents are con- 


clever, resourceful, men and women 
who try to run the tariff barrier and 
the custom blockade. There is prob- 
ably no other commodity that offers 
such temptation to smugglers as dia- 
monds. Unset stones worth $50,000 
hardly make a bulge in an ordinary 


who evades duty about $10,000 and 
enable him to pay the smuggler a 
tidy sum for slipping them past the 
government agents. "

stones have been smuggled into this 
country in thousand-and-one innocent

several persons {and the uncovering of
